Apart from radio he will also spend some time in his 
other hobby of bird-watching. 


They will be in 
Malawi until 21 May. A separate operation will be conducted by Remco PASFYM 
from 21 May — 10 June. He will use the unusual callsign of 7QNL (yes — Seven Queen 
November Lima) and will be on all bands 80 — 10m SSB and CW.
